Before more than six hundred Will-
iams College men, gathered last night
at the Hotel Biltmore for the annual
midwinter reunion in this city, Dr.
Harry A. Garfield, United States Fuel
Administrator and former president of
Willinms, defended the policy of the
workless Mondays and explained why
they were ordered.

Overseas Service Reéstahlished

As a result of the closing order, Dr.
Garlield said, 480 ships, carrying more
than 2,000,000 tons of foud, fuel and
